THE S!ZE AND COMPLEXITY OF OUR ORGANIZATION IN 
ITS BRANCHES AND DEPARTMENTS MAKES IT OBVIOUSLY QUITE 
IMPOSSIBLE TO DO JUSTICE IN THIS REPORT TO THE IMMENSE 
AMOUNT OF SERVICE RENDERED; ANO THE IMPORTANCE OF THE 
BRANCH ANNUAL MEETINGS AND THE PUBLICITY GIVEN IN THE COL- 
UMNS OF THE DAILY PRESS. ARE INCREASINGLY NECESSARY TO A 
FULL KNOWLEDGE OF OUR WORKe 


THE PAST YEAR HAS BEEN A MOMENTOUS ONEe THE ECON- 
OMIC DEPRESSION WHICH HAS HELD THE WHOLE WORLO IN ITS GRIP, 
HAS DEEPLY AFFECTED OUR CITY AND THE WORK OF THE YoMeCeoAs, 
AND WHILE IT HAS MADE SERIOUS FINANCIAL PROBLEMS FOR US, 
IT HAS OPENEO DOORS OF SERVICE IN A DEGREE! UNPARALLELED 
IN OUR HISTORY, WITH THE RESULT THAT THE RECORD (S AN 
UNUSUALLY GOOD ONE. IF ONE WERE TO SUMMARIZE THE OUTSTAND- 
ING FEATURES, 1!T WOULD PERHAPS BE FAIR TO CITE; FIRST, 
THE OPENING OF THE NEW STANLEY STREET BUILDING AND THE 
EXTRAORDINARY INCREASE IN SERVICE AT THAT POINT; SECOND, 
THE PLACING AT THE SERVICE OF YOUNG MEN AND BOYS OUT OF 
WORK ALL THE RESOURCES OF THE ASSOCIATION; THIRD, THE 
SHARING IN THE WORLO ASSEMBLIES FOR BOYS ANDO YOUNG MEN 
AT TORONTO IN JULY, AND THE WORLO'S CONFERENCE ANO INTER= 
NATIONAL CONVENTION IN CLEVELAND IN AUGUST; AND FOURTH, 
THE UNCEASING EFFORT OF THE CONTROLLING GROUP TO DO A 
MUCH LARGER WORK WITH REOUCED REVENUES. 


FOREIGN SERVICE: 


THE PRESENT DAY INTERNATIONAL SITUATION IS WITH- 
OUT PARALLEL IN HISTORY. THE COMBINATION OF FORCES WHICH, 
SINCE THE CLOSE OF THE GREAT WAR, HAVE BEEN AT WORK UNDER- 
MINING THE WORLD'S ECONOMIC AND FINANCIAL SYSTEM REACHED 
A CLIMAX IN 4931, WITH A SUBSEQUENT WORLOWICE UPHEAVAL 
AND DISTRESS. ONE HAS ONLY TO THINK OF WAR REPARATIONS 
AND DEBTS, THE ACCUMULATION OF THE MAJOR PORTION OF THE 
WORLD'S SUPPLY OF FREE GOLD AT TWO CENTRES, THE EFFORT 
TO RAISE TARIFF WALLS IN ALMOST EVERY COUNTRY, THE GRAVE 
AND OMINOUS DEVELOPMENTS IN MANCHURIA ANO SHANGHAI, TO 
REALIZE HOW SERIOUS ARE OUR WORLD PROBLEMS. WE MUST CON- 
STANTLY REMIND OURSELVES THAT ANY SOLUTION OF THESE GREAT 
QUESTIONS CAN ONLY REST ON A MORAL FOUNDATION AND NOT ON 
ONE OF FORCE. IF THIS FAILS, OUR PLIGHT WILL INDEED BE 
A SERIOUS ONE. 


SO FAR FROM BEING DISCOURAGED, THE YeMeCeAs MUST 
FIND IN THESE HAPPENINGS A NEW CHALLENGE AND A NEW STIM- 
ULUS TO CARRY ON ITS WORLD SERVICE PROGRAM, LCOKING TO 
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THE TIME WHEN MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING, GOODWILL AND CO-OPER- 
ATION MAY PREVAIL IN INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS« MANY THINGS 
ARE HAPPENING THESE DAYS WHICH GIVE US COURAGE. MEN OF 
AFFAIRS, ORAWN FROM MANY LANDS, (IN MANY CONFERENCES, HAVE 
DEALT FRANKLY AND WISELY WITH INTERNATIONAL PROBLEMS AND 
HAVE CLEARLY STATED THE ESSENTIAL FACTS REGARDING THEM, 
INCREASINGLY, TOO, PUBLIC OPINION IS HELPING TO INFLUENCE 
THE WORLD SITUATION AND TO CREATE THAT ATMOSPHERE OF CON- 
FIDENCE AND MUTUAL TRUST IN WHICH GOODWILL THRIVES> 


THE MONTREAL ASSOCIATION HAS CONTINUED TO PLAY A 
WORTHY PART IN THIS FIELD. OUR CITY WAS ONE OF FOUR OR 
FIVE PORTS OF ENTRY USED BY MANY DELEGATES TO THE WORLO'S 
Boys AND YOUNG MEN'S ASSEMBLIES AT TORONTO IN JULY, AND 
THE WORLD'S CONFERENCE AT CLEVELAND IN AUGUSTe AOORESSES 
BY DRe TeZe KOO OF CHINA, AND DRe JOHN Re MOTT, §N ADVANCE 
OF THESE MEETINGS, WERE OF GREAT IMPORTANCE IN INTERPRET] 
ING THEIR WORLD CHARACTER AND SIGNIFICANCEs THEN, TOO, 
THE CONTACTS WITH OVERSEAS DELEGATES PASSING THROUGH OUR 
CITY, AND THE ATTENDANCE OF THPRTY-FIVE REPRESENTATIVES 
FROM MONTREAL AND THEIR ADDRESSES UPON THEIR RETURN, MADE 
AN IMPORTANT CONTRIGUTION TO THE EDUCATION OF OUR CONSTIT=- 
UENCY ON INTERNATOONAL AFFAIRS. 


MR. Ge ERNEST TRUEMAN DELIVERED SIXTY ADDRESSES 
DURING THE YEAR AND HAS MADE AN IMPORTANT CONTRIBUTION 
TQ OUR UNDERSTANDING OF THE CRITICAL SITUATION IN THE 
FAR EAST. MRe ROBERT O. BUELL, FELLOWSHIP SECRETARY 
FROM INDIA, ALSO MADE NUMEROUS AODRESSES ON INDIA PRIOR 
TO HIS LEAVING IN SEPTEMBER. MRe TeDe SANTWAN, HIS 
SUCCESSOR, EXECUTIVE SECRETARY OF ONE OF THE BRANCHES 
OF THE CALCUTTA ASSOCIATION, MADE A FURTHER CONTRIBUTION 
TO OUR UNDERSTANOING OF INDIA. THESE SECRETARIES HAVE 
LEFT A DEEP IMPRESSION UPON OUR MEMBERS AND FRIENDS, AND 
HAVE WITHOUT DOUBT MADE FOR A NEW UNDERSTANDING OF SOME 
OF OUR PROBLEMS OF EMPIRE. 


FOLLOWING THE WORLO'S CONFERENCE, MRe WeBe CAPEK, 
FROM PRAGUE, CZECHO-SLOVAKIA, SPENT THREE WEEKS AS OUR 
GUEST, OBSERVING THE WORK OF OUR BRANCHES, AND GIVING 
US THE OPPORTUNITY TO LEARN OF THE SITUATION IN TRAT 
COUNTRY 


IMPORTANT MEETINGS HAVE BEEN ACORESSED BY DRe 
JOHN Ae MACKAY, FROM LATIN AMERICA; MR. WILBERT SMITH, 
OF INDIA AND EGYPT; DRe ERNEST Fe JOHNSON, THE EXECUT@ 
IVE HEAD OF THE INTERNATIONAL SURVEY, WHICH COMPLETED 
ITS WORK DURING THE YEAR AND PUBLISHED ITS REPORT IN

AND YeWeCoAe™; AND MRe FRANCIS Se HARMON, THE NEW 
GENERAL SECRETARY OF THE RE=ORGANIZED INTERNATIONAL

THE FOREIGN WORK SUBSCRIPTIONS FOR THE YEAR FROM 
ALL OF CANADA AMOUNTED TO $46,477.71, AS COMPARED WITH 
$64,500-00 FOR 19306 THE AMOUNT RAISED BY THE NATIONAL 
COUNCIL OF THE UNITEO STATES WAS ALSO SERIOUSLY BELOW THAT 
OF A YEAR AGO, AND THE YEAR CANNOT BE REGARDED FINANCIALLY 
AS OTHER THAN A DISASTROUS ONEe THE PRESENT DEFICIT ON 
OUR FOREIGN DEPARTMENT BUDGET HAS REQUIRED DRASTIC REDUCT- 
JONS IN EXPENDITURE, INVOLVING, AMONG OTHER THINGS, THE 
RECALL OF FIFTY-ONE, OR SLIGHTLY MORE THAN ONE-THIRD OF 
ALL THE SECRETARIES IN THE FOREIGN FIELO. WE REGRET TO 
ANNOUNCE THE RETIREMENT FROM OUR FOREIGN WORK OF MRe JOHN 
He GELDART, WHO FOR SEVERAL YEARS HAS GIVEN VALUEO LEADER- 
SHIP TO THE FOREIGN WORK IN CANADA. HIS WORK 1S BEING 
ASSUMED BY THE REGULAR STAFF OF THE NATIONAL COUNCIL 
ASSISTEO BY MRe VAN BOMMEL ANO MR. TRUEMAN IN EASTERN 
CANADA, AND MRe DIXON AND MR. SNEYD IN WESTERN CANADA. 


NATIONAL WORK: 


THE NATIONAL COUNCIL OF THE YeMeCeA*S OF CANADA 
HELD THEIR ANNUAL MEETING IN MONTREAL FOR THE FIRST TIME 
IN TEN YEARS, WHICH WAS ATTENDED BY REPRESENTATIVES FROM 
ALL THE PROVINCES WITH THE EXCEPTION OF ALBERTA. THIS 
MEETING WAS HELD IN°OUR CITY WITH A VIEW TO GIVING THE 
DELEGATES AN OPPORTUNITY TO SEE THE WORK IN OUR SOUTH- 
WESTERN BRANCH AND THE NEW ADDITION AND REMODELLED FAC- 
ILITIES IN OUR’ DRUMMONO-STANLEY STREET BUILDING. ONE 
COULD NOT BUT FEEL THAT DRe EeMe. BEST OF OUR OWN CITY, 
WHO LAST JULY ASSUMED THE DUTIES OF GENERAL SECRETARY OF 
THE NATIONAL COUNCIL, HAD TAKEN ON HIS WORK IN A VERY 
OIFFICULT PERIOD AND YET IT WAS A CAUSE FOR GRATITUDE 
THAT IN THESE TRYING TIMES OUR MOVEMENT HAD ONE OF HIS 
GENIUS AS ITS EXECUTIVE HEAD. TWO ASSOCIATIONS, EeGe, 
SYONEY AND GLACE BAY, NeoSe, WERE FORCED TO SUSPEND OPER- 
ATIONS OURING THE YEAR, WHEREAS LETHBRIDGE, WHICH HAD 
NOT OPERATED IN OUR MOVEMENT FOR SEVEN OR EIGHT YEARS, 
WAS RE“ORGANIZEO. THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE COUNCIL, 
HAS COME TO BE ONE OF THE MAJOR EVENTS IN THE LIFE OF 
CANADIAN ASSOCIATIONS, AND THE DISCUSSIONS AND (INSPIRAT- 
'ONAL ADDRESSES ARE ON A HIGH LEVEL AND MEAN MUCH TO 
OUR MOVEMENT THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY. ONE OF THE oUT- 
STANDING FUNCTIONS IN CONNECTION WITH THIS MEETING WAS 
THE RECEPTION GIVEN IN THEIR OWN HOME BY MR. AND MRS. 
GERALD We BIRKS.

BALANCE OF THE MONEY WAS SUBSCRIBED, ANDO THE CONSTRUCTION 
OF THE SOUTHWESTERN BRANCH WAS COMMENCED. IN 1930, THE 
BUILDING WAS COMPLETED, AND FORMALLY OPENED IN FEBRUARY, 
PROPERTY IN NOTRE DAME DE GRACE WAS BOUGHT AND DEVELOPED 
IN THE SAME PERIOD, AND THE ORGANIZATION OF A BRANCH IN 
THAT DISTRICT EFFECTED. IN 1930, ALSO, A CONTRACT WAS 
LET FOR THE STANLEY STREET ADDITION TO: THE DRUMMOND STREET 
BUILOINGe THIS WORK WAS COMPLETED, AND THE BUILDING 
OPENED IN APRIL 19316 :

DURING THE FISCAL YEAR $86,337.24 WAS PAID ON 
ACCOUNT OF PLEOGES TO OUR BUILDING FUND, LEAVING 
$166,502.52 IN PLEOGES AND $15,845-00 IN UNDERWRITINGS 
TO BE SECURED IN ORDER TO ERECT THE NOTRE DAME DE GRACE 
BUILDING AND THUS COMPLETE OUR BUILDING PROGRAM. ON 
JUNE I5TH, OUR MORTGAGE LOAN OF $54,000.00 WAS PAIO OFF, 
AND A NEW LOAN OF $400,000.00 WAS PLACED UPON OUR 
DRUMMOND@STANLEY STREET BUILOING AT A FAVORABLE INTEREST 
RATE. WE ARE REQUIRED TO PAY $10,000.00 PER YEAR IN 
REOUCTION OF THE PRINCIPAL WITH THE PRIVILEGE OF PAYING ; 
uP TO $50,000.00 IN ANY YEAR IN THE EVENT OF OUR FORT- 
UNATELY BEING IN RECEIPT OF FUNDS FROM LEGACIES OR ANY 
OTHER SOURCES. 


IN THE FIRST MONTH OF OUR FISCAL YEAR, AND CON@ 
CURRENTLY WITH THE OPENING OF OUR DRUMMOND@STANLEY 
STREET BUILDING, THE ANNUAL MAINTENANCE CANVASS was CON@- 
DUCTED UNDER THE GENERAL CHAIRMANSHIP OF MR. JAMES He 
WEBB, WHEN 2,544 SUBSCRIPTIONS WERE SECURED TOTALLING 
$82,175 2906 THIS WAS INCREASED LATER IN THE YEAR TO 
$88,648.70, OF WHICH $85,498.28 WAS ACTUALLY PAIO IN 
CASH PRIOR TO THE CLOSING OF OUR BOOKS ON MARCH 31ST. 
THE ABOVE RESULT REPRESENTS A DECREASE IN SUBSCRIPTIONS 


OVER THE PREVIOUS YEAR OF APPROXIMATELY $17,000.00, OR 
WHEN ONE TAKES INTO ACCOUNT THE SUPPLEMENTARY CANVASS 
HELD ONE YEAR AGO IN NOTRE DAME DE GRACE, THE REDUCTION 
WAS APPROXIMATELY $25,000.00. NEARLY FIVE HUNDRED CAN- 
VASSERS WERE ENROLLED, OF WHOM ABOUT TWO HUNDRED ATTEND- 
—D THE DAILY REPORT LUNCHEONS WHICH WERE HELD IN THE 

ny® WwiTH THE EXCEPTION OF THE OPENING DINNER IN THE 
WINDSOR HOTEL, THE SERVICES OF THE FINANCIAL SERVICE 
BUREAU OF THE ASSOCIATION WERE DISPENSED WITH WITHOUT 
ANY APPARENT PREJUDICIAL EFFECT UPON THE CAMPAIGN. 


IMMEDIATELY UPON THE CLOSE OF THE CAMPAIGN, 
youR FINANCE COMMITTEE MADE IMPORTANT OPERATING ECONO- 
MIES AGGREGATING ABOUT $20,000.00 IN THE COURSE OF WHICH 
THEY WERE OBLIGED TO REDUCE THE AMOUNT PAID TO THE NATHON- 
AL COUNCIL BY $1,500.00; OISCONTINUE WORK IN COTE STePAUL 
AREA; REDUCE THE ATTENDANCE OF THE STAFF AT SUMMER SCHOOLS, 
CONFERENCES, ETC. DISCONTINUE THE SERVICES OF TEMPORARY 
HELP, AND MAKE MANY SIMILAR RETRENCHMENTSe {N THE FALL OF 
THE YEAR, INCOME FROM OTHER SOURCES WAS NOT BEING MAIN=- 
TAINEO AT THE LEVEL OF OUR ESTIMATES AND A VOLUNTARY 
REDUCTION IN SALARIES AND A TEMPORARY REDUCTION IN WAGES 
ON A SLIDING SCALE OF FROM 3% TO 10%, AGGREGATING ABOUT 
$9,000.00 PER ANNUM, WAS PUT INTO EFFECT DURING THE 
MONTH OF NOVEMBER. THIS RESULTED IN A SAVING OF $3,837.58 
DURING THE CLOSING MONTHS OF OUR YEARe SUBSEQUENT TO 
THIS, FURTHER CURTAILMENT OF EXPENDITURES WAS MADE, SOME 
OF WHICH WAS NOT FULLY REALIZED UNTIL OUR YEAR HAD ACTUAL= 
LY CLOSED. AMONG THESE ITEMS WHERE IMPORTANT SAVINGS IN 
OUR LEASES ON MOUNT ROYAL AVENUE AND IN THE INTERNATIONAL 
BRANCH; THE SUSPENSION FOR THE PRESENT OF THE ARRANGEMENT 
WHEREBY A FELLOWSHIP SECRETARY FROM THE FOREIGN FIELD IS 
A MEMBER OF OUR STAFF; THE TRANSFER OF ONE OF OUR STAFF TO 
A WESTERN ASSOCIATION; AND THE RETIREMENT OF THREESECRE- 
TARIES WHO WERE ELIGIBLE FOR PENSIONS FROM THE YoMeCeoAe 
RETIREMENT FUND. 


TWO OF OUR BRANCHES WERE ABLE TO BALANCE THEIR 
BUDGETS; ONE WAS ABLE TO REDUCE THE DEFICIT OF LAST 
YEAR BY NEARLY $2,000.00; WHILE FIVE INCREASED THEIR 
DEFICITS DURING THE YEAR. 


THE CONSOLIDATED FINANCIAL STATEMENT OF THE MET= 
ROPOLITAN BOARD, AS REPORTED BY THE HONORARY TREASURER, 
SHOWS A TOTAL OPERATING INCOME OF $417,191.02 ANDO @N 
OPERATING EXPENDITURE OF $442,281.74, LEAVING A DEFICIT 
OF $25,090.72, OF WHICH AMOUNT $9,377.21 1S DUE TO LAST 
YEAR'S OPERATIONS. WHILE IT 1S THE POLICY OF OUR METRO- 
POLITAN BOARD TO BALANCE OUR BUDGETS, WHEN ONE CONSIDERS 
THE FINANCIAL CONDITIONS OF THE YEAR WHICH AFFECTED 
SERIOUSLY OUR SUBSCRIPTION INCOME’, OUR RESIDENCE ROOMS 
INCOME AND MEMBERSHIP INCOME, AND REALIZES THE VERY 
LARGE EXTRA PROGRAM LOAD WHICH THE ASSOCIATION HAS BEEN 
COMPELLED TO CARRY ESPECIALLY IN THE FIELD OF UNEMPLOY- 
MENT, THERE 1S MUCH FOR WHICH TO BE GRATEFUL. 


METROPOLITAN RESIDENCE BUILDING: 

THE YEAR JUST CLOSED HAS PROVEN THE VALUE OF 
OUR NEW PLAN OF ADMINISTRATION WHEREBY THE DRUMMOND= 
STANLEY STREET BUILDING 1S OPERATED BY A SPECIAL COMM-

THE PHYSICAL ACTIVITIES REGISTERED APPROXIMATELY 
1,500 INCREASE IN ATTENDANCE OVER LAST YEAR. COMPETIT= 
1ON IN THE VARIOUS LEAGUES CONDUCTED WAS EXCEEDINGLY 
KEEN AND A LARGELY ATTENDEO BANQUET AT THE CLOSE OF THE 
SEASON MANIFESTEO THE INTEREST MAINTAINED THROUGH THE 
WORK SPONSORED BY THIS DEPARTMENT OF THE BRANCH. 


EIGHTEEN SUNDAY AFTERNOON MEETINGS WERE HELD
